Loxpox, March 21.—Snow has fallen quite 
generally in the south of England today. A 
heavy snow-storm occurred at Rome yesterday. 

Advices from Sebastien, Spain, announce a 
heavy enow-storm there. A féarfal hurricane 
occurred in Provesee and slang the coast of the 
Mediterranean, A great amount of damage has 
been done. 

DEVASTATION IN EUROPE, 
Dispateh to New York Herald. 

Loxpox, Marck 18,—The present week has 
been the stormiest which bas been experienced 
in England during the past hundred years. 
There have been terrible gales, storms, and 
floods in England, France, Germany, and Bel- 
gium. 

In London many barges were eunk in the 
Thames. On Sunday last a number of houses 
were unroofed, and many persens injured by the 
falling material. A large pertion of the coun- 
try districts is under water. A remarkable ac- 
cident occurred on Sunday. A telegraph-wire 
was broken by the force of the wind, and in ita 
reaction almost severed the head of an omuibus- 
driver from bis body. 

A fearful accident occurred at Caub, a small 
towa of Northern Germatiy, on the Rhine. A 
mountain which overhangs the town threatened 
a land-slip some weeks ago. A wall 30 feet 
high had been built for the protéction of the 
town. Last Sunday an earthfall from the moun- 
tain occurred, breaking down the wall and bury- 
ing a portion of the town under the earth, 
Twenty-nine of the inhabitants of Oanb and 
many cattle were killed. Troops were dispatch- 
ed to the scene of disaster to help to extricate 
the sufferers and assist the miners in searching 
for the dead, Six mangled bodies have been re- 
covered so far, and 250 persons have been tem- 
2 accommodated with shelter and food. 

e German Government is greatly blamed, as 
the inhabitants of Caub years ago petitioned 
the authorities for the removal of the threat- 
ening rocks. 

Jour Berlin correspondent telegraphs that the 
gale extended over the whole of the West of Eu- 
rope. It blew iu circular form; from the north 
in France, and from the south in Belgium. In 
Germany the storm caused terrible inundations ; 
houses were unroofed, the steeples of churches 
blown down, telegraphs prostrated, and railroad 
tracks washed away. In several places 
quake-shocks were felt during the prevalence of 
the storm. There have been several shipwrecks. 
The loss of life by the visitation is comparative- 
ly small. The inundations consequent on the 
storm have injured the young ¢rops, end a new 
sowing will be necessary in many places.

Str. Part., Minn., March 21.—A Black Hills 
party left Bismarck] to-day, consisting of fifty 
from Grand Forks, Dakota, aad others from 
Fort Garry, St. Paul, and Bismarck, —altogether 
about 100. Accounts from the Northern Pacific, 
Dakota Division, represent the road not likely to 
be reopened before Apen 1. Two trains are 
snowed in. Gea. Custer and wife on their trip 
out had enough snow-bound experiences. Their 
train, which left Fargothe 8th, carrying a num- 
ber of officers, forty-one soldiers, and forty 
Buck Hilts pilgrims, with several freight and 
stock-cars drawn by two engines, was stopp ed 
26 miles east of Bismarck by a mountain of 
snow. The engines gave out after a few 
hours’ butting and were soon covered up. The 
men could not dig through because the wind 
piled up the snow faster than they coula shovel. 
By tapping s telegraph four ambulances were or- 
dered from Fort Lincoln, with which, next day, 
Custer and wife and a few others of the party 
were taken to Bismarck. Wagons were then 
sent back with coal for the engine, and, after 
another vigorous effort, the attempt to force a 
passage of the train was abandoned. Soldiers 
and pilgrims then started out on the 12th afoot, 
and probably went safe r Fortunately, 
the — was well supplied provisions. Maj. 
Smith, Paymaster, with Graham, clerk, and a 

green soldier who went with the Custer party to 

imtown, left that 18 ou the 9th ana —. 4 

to Fort Totten and bace. On the 10th inet. they 

met Capt. McDougall and Lieat. Oraycroft with 
two companies of the Seventh Cavairy under 
orders for Fort Lincoln, who left Fort Totten 
that morning. This p arrtved at Fort Sew- 
ard after five days’ — 2 during which half 
the command of 120 men were badly frost- 
bitten. The last day one soldier had to be 

with his wagon, the command 
having to ride 46 miles for safety, but he 
next day crawled into camp badly frozen. 

9 44 miles from Seward @ messenger was met 

ng orders for the command not to leave 

Totten until the storm was over. He had been 

delayed by losing his way. Seward is short of 

forage for horses, but, the weather being more 
favorable, the cavalry can likely be moved to 

Jimtown.

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A WORD WITH EX-MAYOR MASON. 

Ex-Mayor Mason, whose letter we insert 
elsewhere, thinks proper to write a long com- 
munication on a very slight provocation. The 
statement made in a brief paragraph by Tue 
Tarox was, that the issuing of certificates 
by the city did not originate in 1871-3; that 
certificates had been issued by Mayor Mason’s 
Administration, which came down as a legacy 
to its suecessor, and that every City Govern- 
ment since 1865 had been obliged to make 
the same temporary loans. It was further 
stated, in an article in no way referring to 
Mr. Mason, that the records of the unpaid 
real-estate taxes before the fire were de- 
stroyed, and that Comptroller Hares placed 
their amount at $750,000, none of which will 
ever be collected; but the appropriations for 
which these taxes were levied were all ex- 
pended before the fire, and the deficiency 
now figures as part of the floating debt of the 
city. Mr. Mason, for the purpose, it would 
seem, of provoking a controversy, thinks 
proper to assume that this was intended as 
an assault upon his Administration, when 
nothing was less intended. As a sufficient 
rejoinder to the ex-Mayor's fulmination, we 
give Mr. Hares’ statement, in his own words, 
in his communication to the Common Coun- 
cil a few days ago, viz. : 

t cannot be ascertained as yet, but when the present 
Administration and Common Council took charge of 
the City Government, in December, 1873, they found, 
besides the Gad deficiency of half a million, other de- 
ficiencies upon the tax warrants of 1871, and six pre- 
vious years, of over $800,000, of which $750,000 remain 
uncollected, and at least $700,000 may be considered 
hopeless ; $360,000 of these deficiencies, being for all 
the years before 1869, I provided for in 1874 by charg 
ing the amount back to the different accounts, no col” 
lectiens having been made on those warrants for the 
year preceding and the warrants themselves having 
been destroyed by the fire, That amount is now cov- 
ered by subsequent sppropriations and taxes, but 
there still remains $400,000, a deficiency on taxes be- 
fore 1872, There also remains uncollected on the war- 
rant of 1872 over $300,000, mostly appealed to the Zu- 
preme Court. 

As Taz Tao did not have Mayor Ma- 
son’s Administration in mind when it referred 
to the matters covered by the Comptroller's 
statement, it could have had no purpose to 
create a false impression concerning that Ad- 
ministration. Upon this very slight provoca- 
tion, Mr. Mason engages in an elaborate 
assault upon the Administration of his suc- 
cessor, for what purpose it is difficult to un- 
derstand, and with a success which, as we 
will show, hardly compensates the mental 
and physical suffering evidently experienced 
in the operation. The Administration of Mr. 
Mor had the same law officers, and for a 
considerable time the same Comptroller, that 
served under Mr. Mason. There was then on 
the statute-book several provisions of law 
upon the subject of the custody and use of 
the money belonging to the several funds, in- 
cluding the following : 

Src. 19, Chap. 5. All money received on any special 
assessment shall be held by the Treasurer as a special 
fund, to be applied to the payment of the improvement 
for which the assessment was made; and said money 
shall be used for no other purpose what oever. 

uc. 13, Chap. 18. Provided, also, that all funds

All moneys deposited with the City Treasurer on ac- 
count of the Water-Works shall be by him kept separate 
and distinct from all other moneys, as the water fund, 
und shall be only applied for the uses and purposes for 
which the same were received ; and such moneys shall

Now, here was a peremptory prohibition of 
law against he use by the city of the moneys 
belonging tu the water fund, the school-tax 
fund, or the special assessment funds, all of 
which had large sums to their credit in the 
fall of 1871, as reported Dec. 1, 1871, by

On the same day, Mr. Comptroller GO 
Tarox reported that the Administration had 
previously used of the money in these special 
funds the sum of $1,144,186. He also re- 
ported that at the same time there was an 
outstanding floating debt, including $138,707 
of the certificates of indebtedness, amount- 
ing to $686,707. Some of the items, how- 
ever, soon after taking the form of judg- 
ments, the whole, including the certificates, 
judgments, unpaid expenses for November, 
the amount due to the special funds, and 
some small items, aggregated $2,085,306. 

This, in point of fact, was the legacy.“ 
It is true the amount of certificates was only 
$138,707, but there had been $1,144,186 il- 
legally abstracted from the special funds, 
which had to be replaced; for that purpose, 
and to restore those bonds, and to cover up 
the illegal use of this large sum of money, 
the new Administration had to issue certifi- 
cates and borrow the money. There was no 
other way. So far as the new Administra- 
tion was concerned, it made no differ- 
ence whether the previous Administration 
had issued $2,085,396 of certificates to rep- 
resent its floating debt, or had used money 
in the Treasury not legally applicable for that 
purpose, toavoid the issue of such certifi- 
cates, the result was precisely the same. The 
unlawfully-used money had to be put back 
where it belonged, and the judgments and 
other floating debts, including certificates, 
had to be paid. 

The incoming Administration in December, 
1871, was primarily called upon to put back 
into the Treasury, to the credit of the special 
funds, the money illegally drawn and spent 
by its predecessor. It was also obliged to 
provide for the existing outstanding certifi- 
cates and floating debt, a large part of which 
was soon put in the form of judgments, the 
whole amounting to nearly $2,100,000,—in- 
debtedness which it had inherited. To do 
this it had to issue certificates. The balance 
of cash left inthe Treasury by Mr. Mason's 
Administration was $420,000, of which 
$140,000 had previously been set aside by 
the Common Council for the repair of the 
Water-Works and extension of mains, which 
reduced the remnant of cash to $280,000, 
and all of it belonged to special funds, and 
could not be touched for general purposes. 

Now let us recapitulate. On Dec. 1, 1871, 
there was outstanding from Mr. Muason’s

To meet this required the issue of an equal 
amount of certificates. Two years later, in 
December, 1873, the outgoing Administration, 
Mr. Mason says, left outstanding certificates 
amounting to $1,593,000, or an increase of 
$28,000 over the floating debt which it had 
inherited from its predecessor; but at the 
same time it left in the Treasury a cash balance 
of $1,118,100. It is true that Mr. Gaaz, 
the Treasurer, who had also come down as 
a legacy from Mr. Mason’s Administration, 
did not turn over all the money to his suc- 
cessor, he having, as it is now understood, 
withdrawn some $140,000 for his own use 
during his first term. But that fact does not 
alter the accounts of the city. These showed 
$1,118,100 on the Treasurer’s books against 
$1,595,000 of outstanding certificates, and 
against $420,000 in cash and a floating debt 
of $2,085,000 two years before. 

Had the Administration which begun in 
December, 1871, imitated its successor in the 
illegal use of the moneys in the special funds, 
it might have avoided, as its predecessor 
did, the issue of certificates; but the law 
prohibited such use of the special funds, and 
certificates had to be issued, under the law 
and practice which had existed since 1865. 


DEMOCRATIC CONSISTENCY. 

The ignorance of the Democratic press of 
this country is something remarkable. In 
the first place, it is remarkable that it has 
heard nothing of the Republican victory in 
New Hampshire, and the large Republican 
gains in the recent town elections of Maine, 
New York, and New Jersey. In the second 
place, it is still more remarkable that it has 
heard nothing of the peculiar transactions 
of such prominent Democrats as Mr. PDL. 
ton, Gov. Henpricss, Sam RANDALL, and 
Gov. Ti. DIN, which have been developed since 
the Be.xnap investigations commenced. How 
is it that none of these papers which are 
busy from morning to night prating of the 
national morality have heard of Gentleman 
Grorce’s neat little operation in railroad 
claims, of Gov. Hempriczs’ peculiar style 
of financiering in water-bonds, of Sam 
RaNDALL’s crooked operations in Phil- 
adelphia, of Gov. Tipzn’s railroad- 
squeezing operations, and of Mansn's 
exodus through the cqurtesy of Herz 
Cuymzn? We have looked and looked in 
vain for them to launch their thunder- 
bolt against these tall Democrats, and we had 
a right to expect it. They have not allowed 
a day to pass without preaching us sermons 
in morality, without vaunting Democratic re- 
forms and condemning Republican rascali- 
ties. They have printed long essays upon 
the shame of Betxnar’s conduct. Their dis- 
tress over the corruptions which have been 
unearthed has been simply piteous. They 
have moaned and mourned and refused 
to be comforted. They have added to the 
dreary catalogue of existing evils by 
inventing mew ones and piling up 
sensations and calumnies without number. 
The occasion has been well improved by 
them, and they have seized upon it as an ad- 
mirable opportunity for moralizing and for 
convincing the country, with patriotic and 
centennial eloquence, that moral purity and 
principle should always be superior to parti- 
san purposes. In point of fact, there never 
before was such an exhibitionof weeping, 
and wailing, and grieving, such pitiful 
lamenting, such indignant fulminating, such 
righteous wrath and raving. In view of the 
exhibition, it was but natural to expect that 
it was sincere, but now it appears that 
corruption is odious only when it is 
Republican, and that it may be over- 
looked when it is Democratic; that 
the Republican who is guilty of mal- 
feasance in office or violation of public 
trust must be condemned and punished, but 
that the Democrat who is caught in the same 
transaction may retain his place in the Demo- 
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cratic party, and his operations may pass | meeting tweed out. One individual dis- 


uncriticised and unchallenged in the Demo- 
cratic newspapers. Mr. Prxorxrox has been 
guilty of a transaction which has lost him his 
place among honorable men; but the Demo- 
cratic papers have not only neglected to con- 
demn him for it, but many of them have 
even failed to print the acknowledgments ex- 
torted from him in cross-examination. Gov. 
Henpricss stands charged with damaging 
accusations, and the Democratic papers are 
silent. This shows the exact measure of 
Democratic sincerity and consistency ; shows 
that political immorality is only reprehensi- 
ble when it is practiced by the opponents of 
the Democrats ; shows that all this raving, 
and fuming, and bluster, all these investiga- 
tions, sensations, and calumnies, all this 
howling for reform, and political purity, and 
partisan principle, are simply buncombe for 
the delusion of credulous voters, intended to 
operate to Republican disadvantage next fall. 
Beyond all this, the silence which these Dem- 
cratic newspapers observe with regard to the 
charges instituted against prominent Demo- 
cratic candidates shows that they themselves 
only wait for the opportunity of place and 
power to perpetuate abuses and corruptions 
ten-fold worse than any that have occurred 
under Republican Administrations. Between 
this danger and that infinitely worse one,— 
the practical operation of the State Rights’ 
heresy, which is now affirmed upon the floor 
of Congress by the Southern Democrats and 
indorsed by the Northern ones,—the people 
of this country ought to see the necessity of 
keeping the Government in the hands of 
those who are now engaged in sweeping out 
the corruptions of some of their leaders, and 
who preserved it in the hour of need against 
the designs of those who now seek to gain 
control. 


THE CITY’S GAS BILIS. 

The Common Council is never disposed 
economize in gas, whether of the illumin- 
ating or of the oratorical kind. The sum of 
$500,000 has been appropriated for the next 
nine months, though Ald. WaTerman made 
an effort to have this sum extended over a 
year. But the statement was made that the 
city would owe the gas companies $220,000 
by the Ist of next month, and the remaining 
$280,000 could not light streets during nine 
months without the greatest economy. This 
statement excited no attention in the Council, 
and not an effort was made to reduce the con- 
sumption of gas to a figure which would 
bring the bills within the appropriation, not- 
withstanding the belief that a contin- 
uance of consumption at the present 
rate will make a gros Dill (includ- 
ing the deficiency) of $960,000 for the 
year. That is to say, at thie end of this year 
the city, instead of owmg the gas companies 
$42,000, as it did at tre beginning of the 
year, will be in debt 54,0, 000 on the gas ac- 
count after exhausting the appropriation. It 
is time for the gas oom panies to begin to in- 
quire whether they car: even collect the bills 
over and abovethe appropriation. The present 
charter has already „Deen interpreted to limit 
the validity of the eit contracts and the extent 
of the city’s liabilities to the amount of the 
appropriations. If this is the law, then it will 
be in the interest of the gas companies to 
work for a reduction in consumption and con- 
sent to a reduction in price; for, otherwise, 
they will be furnishing the city gas for which 
they cannot coliect their charges, or will 
have the poor wmedy of turning off the gas, 
which will merv:ly incense the public without 
availing them. 

A private gas consumer finding himself lim- 
ited to a certain sum for gas during an entire 
year would naturally prefer to burn less at a 
time and extend it over the entire year, rather 
than indulge himself lavishly a part of the 
year and remain in the dark the rest of the 
year, and also rather than load himself with 
debt. But the Aldermen on behalf of the 
city are not controlled by the same considera- 
tions as they would be in their private capac- 
ity. It is a notorious fact that the number 
of lamp-posts has been enormously increased 
in outlying districts of the city where they 
are not needed ; yet no effort has been made 
to turn off the gas or reduce the amount of 
consumption on the open prairies. It is 
equally notorious that no judgment is used in 
the time of lighting and turning off the gas 
in the streets; yet the Council has never 
been willing to adopt a scientific system for 
lighting the lamps when it is dark and extin- 
guishing them when it is light. It is also 
notorious that the South Side Gas Company 
is charging the city more thanit does some 
of its private consumers, and thet $2 a thou- 
sand is an ample price ; yet no combined and 
strennous effort is put forth to bring down 
the price. In other words, there seems to be 
no considerable sentiment in the Council in 
favor of the people who have to pay the gas 
bills. 


CATCHING A TARTAR. 

Intelligent people are generally agreed that 
greenback conventions and rag-baby meetings 
are unmitigated frauds. A lot of fellows get 
together under the pretense of representing 
laboring men and farmers, though most of 
them never did an ‘honest day’s work or culti- 
vated an acre of ground in the whole course 
of their lives. Dey exchange their inanities 
and absurdities, and scatter words instead of 
thoughts, until they become tiresome to 
themselves anci everybody else. If it were 
not for an occs.sional gleam of satire in these 
conferences thiey would not be worth any 
further refeyence.

He told them that notes, whether is- 
sued by the Government or a bank, was sim- 
ply a promise to pay, and that the value of 
this promise depended upon its redemption. 
He did not want to place so dangerous a 
power in the hands of the Goverment as reg- 
ulating the amount and value of money any 
more than the power of determining the pro- 
duction and price of his wheat. He did not 
propose to be forced to give up his wheat in 
exchange for worthless shinplasters which 
nobody intended to redeem. And, finally, he 
told them that the President might as well 
issue a proclamation that water must not run 
up hill as for Congress to issue a fiat that paper 
is worth as much as gold. The ignoramus 
greenbackers, and the bogas Grangers, and 
the frandulent laboring-men were not accus- 
tomed to listen to good common sense of 
this kind, and they made an effort to cough 
and hoot Mr. Rien down in the conscious-

THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 
Mr. Ropner Wron, a member of the 


Board of Education, has committed the un- 
pardonable sin. He has made an effort to 
bring before the public the extravagance of 
the school management in this city with a 
view to.a reduction in the expenditures. He 
has opposed the tax-eaters in their own dom- 
icile. This unheard-of temerity has brought 
down upon Mr. Won the united condemna- 
tion and eternal enmity of both the Board of 
Education and the Common Council. A man 
in favor of reducing expenses and cutting off 
useless items and offices is asort of person 
not to be tolerated in official Boards. It was 
not surprising, therefore, that at the very 
first meeting of the Board of Education after 
Mr. Wien had made a public protest against 
the extravagance of the Board, he was ar- 
raigned by a unanimous vote, and bullied 
and brow-beated by almost every individual 
member for having dared to desert the noble 
army of tax-eaters, and for having 
indicated where a dollar might ; be 
saved to the tax-payers. Mr. Weicn’s dis- 
ciplining did not stop here. Having been 
arraigned to make his defense in the open 
Board, he simply declined to retract anything 
he had said ; but, on the contrary, proceeded 
to cite instances in support of the statement 
he had previously made. Thereupon the 
Board of Education exceeded itself in imper- 
tinence. Quietly ignoring Mr. Weice and 
his protest, all the other members voted that 
Wrron had made a retraction, when he hadn't 
done anything of the kind, and sent this 
resolution into the Common Council for the 
purpose of getting’ the full and extravagant 
appropriation which had been asked. Mr. 
Won justified all he had said, and thereupon 
the entire Board declared that he had retract- 
ed. He reasserted everything he had said, 
and thereupon the Board unanimously re- 
solved that he had denied everything he had 
said. For cool and baré-faced deception, this 
simply exceeds anything that has come under 
our notice, and illustrates the unanimity with 
which the office-holders and tax-eaters act 
when any reduntion of expenditures is threat- 
ened. 

There is little question that the manage- 
ment of the Chicago sch is as extravagant 
as that of any other branch of the City Govern- 
ment. The Board of Education is made up 
of a class of persons who, while not as a rule 
apt to partake of any of the benefits of the 
money they expend, are above the considera- 
tion of details, and are not at all startled at a 
round half a million for any purpose which 
they may desire to forward. This is about 
the amount the Board of Education propose 
to expend on nine new school-lots and thir- 
teen new school-houses and furnishing there- 
of at a time when the city has not the funds 
to meet its outstanding obligations or to pay 
the current expenses which cannot be dis- 
pensed with. So they demanded a nine-months’ 
appropriation, just like all the other branches 
of the City Government, notwithstanding 
the two months’ vacation, thus running 
their demands over into the next year. So 
the teachers are paid at rates which, in other 
avocations, would be regarded as good pay 
for twelve-months’ services, while the public 
schools, after allowing for the vacations, do 
not exact employment for more than nine 
months. The floaters "—unassigned teach- 
ers—are not denied, though Mr. Won has 
been abused for exposing their existence. 
There are thirty-nine of these, besides three 
superfluous Superintendents, who are draw- 
ing salaries that might be cut off without the 
slightest detriment to the school-service. The 
duty of these thirty-nine teachers seems to 
be to relieve the regular teachers of an occa- 
sional class, there being an absurd rule limit- 
ing the number of scholars each teach- 
er may instruct. These items, along 
with the cost of certain ornamental 
studies like music, drawing, and German, 
at fancy prices, run up the expenses of the 
Department far beyond what they ought to 
be. While the average cost per scholar 
throughout the State is only $6, that of Chi- 
cago is nearly $18, and in the Central High- 
School Mr. Wetcu says that it runs up to 
$62 per scholar for the year. There has 
been no disposition shown by the Board to 
make any reduction in these extravagant ex- 
penditures, notwithstanding the great finan- 
cial embarrassments of the city and the uni- 
versal demand for a reduction of taxation. 
On the contrary, the effort has been to pile 
up the approp#ations beyond the usual term 
in order to give the tax-eaters in other 
branches of the Government an opportunity 
to use the surplus funds for their own pur- 
poses. 3 

There is evidently going to be a desperate 
effort to crush out Mr. Won. His position 
in the Board will not be personally comfort- 
able henceforth, and he may feel disposed to 
yield to the pressure upon him to resign and 
give up the fight he has begun. He may 
console himself, however, with the thought 
that he has the sympathy of the tax-paying 
public, and will be sustained by the public if 
he will remain in the Board and continue to 
expose the abuses. He may do himself and 
the public a service by boldly opposing the 
continued extravagance of the public school 
management in this city, and by exposing it 
when he cannot correct it. Now that he is 
in a position of champion of reform, a good 
deal of information will come to him, and he 
will be able to accomplish more in the future; 
he should remain at his post and do his duty, 
and refuse to gratify the tax-eaters by with- 


drawing.

THREE BUSY BEES. 

All day long yesterday Storrs worked, Pahl- 
man worked, Stanford worked, and Rush work- 
ed, individually and collectively, to complete 
their preparatione for this morning’s ordeal. 
Notwithstanding the sage looks and muttered 
prophecies of the squealers that these gentle- 
men would give up at the last, they continued 
their diving into everything that could possibly 
benefit their cases.

The character of the Government’s witnesses 
was ruthlessly assailed, and the vulnerable 
pointe—not a few—were shockingly riddied by 
the wily Storrs as he displayed to his friends the 
evidence collated to impeach their testimony. 
These witnesses are M. F. SBeecher, 
George D. Phelps, Ernest Mat 3 
A. Vergho, George H. Mueller, and B. 
M. Ford, of whom the two 
have not been indicted, while the remainder 
have been at one time and another gathered into 
the fold. Besides these witnesses, the Govern- 
ment also proposes to introduce two or three 
outsiders who were not in the service or in the 
Ring, but who are said to have discovered evi- 
dences of crookedness in the Chicage Alcohol 
Works, to which they will testify to-day. While 
the effort to impeach the testimoay of the Gov- 
ernment witnesses mav be partially successful, 
it is maintained that Mr. Storrs will find a 
far worse eneny in the documentary evidence 
bearing on the case, and that he will be put to 
bis wite’ ends to get around it. The Chicago 
Alcohol Works went into the Ring in 1873, be- 
ing the last to commence running crooked. 
They held out before going in as long as possi- 
ble, and then, it is claimed, went in with the 
rest from sheer inability to contend with the 
crooked distillers’ pri They’ are probably 
the least guilty of the lot, but only for the rea- 
son that they were engaged in crooked prac- 
tices the shortest time. ‘ 

The fact that this will be the first fair, square 
stand-up fight will doubtless draw a large crowd 
to the Custom-House, aud preparations have 
been made to receive them—or rather not ro- 
ceive a portion of them.

THE UNWARBANTABLE USURPATION.

The President having, at the demand of “ the 
Congressional delegation from Northern Illinois, 
withdrawn the name of the Hon. R. P. Derick- 
son for the Internal Revenue Collectorship for 
the Chicago District, Mr. Joel D. Harvey was 
yesterday nominated to the Senate and confirm- 
ed for the office.

Evidence was brought to 
bear that that quantity formed no datum for 
what might have been administered, and was 
too insign ificant to attach apy importance to, as 
even more might have been found in the anti- 
mony given him, of which 9 grains had been 
prescribed. Prof. Blaney, being directed to con- 
tinue the analysis, states in his last letter that 
be bas found 955-1000 of a grain of arsenic and 
only 204-1000 of a grain of antimony, which 
proves beyond doubt that poor Grube was 
poisoned, but by whom is as yet a matter of 
suspicious conjecture, 


A COSTLY SHINE.

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ECLIPSE OF THE SUN. 


An Event that Will Occur Next | 


Saturday Afternoon, 


The Time and Phase at Chicago, 
and Near This City. 


The Mathematics of an Eclipse---How 
and When It Is Annular. 


An eclipse of the sun will ocour next Satur- 
day, which will be visible from all parte of the 
United States (except Florida) and Canada, un- 
leas where the sun is obscured by clouds. To 
people who observe it from a position nearly on 
a line from Vancouver's Island to the northwest 
shore of Hudson's Bay, it will be seen as an an- 
nular eclipse (annulus, a ring)—the sunlight 
shining out all around the dark body of the 
moon. To places south of that line the eclipse 
will be only a partial one, the moon obscuring 
the norh western edge of the sun. 


The phase will be greatest in Chicago at Sh. 
39 1% m. p. m. At that time the appearance of 
the sun will correspond closely to that of the 
first diagram in this article, the two luminaries 
being then in the southwest, about 28 degrees 
above the horizon. The point Z in the diagram 
represents that part of the solar disc which is 
22 towarde the zenith. A line through 

o points S and N, is the direction of a great 
circle of the sphere passing through the sun and 
the two poles of the beavens. That line would 
indicate the direction of astronomical north and 
south if the paper should be held perpendicularly 
while the reader faces the south point of the 
borizon. 

The sun's angular diameter being 32.05 min- 
utes of aro, the greatest obscured portion will be 
12 minutes; so that, measured on the line join- 
ing the apparent centres of the sun and moon, 
the illuminated part will be to the dark portion 
of his diameter as 10 to 6 The aogular dis- 
tance between the cusps of sunlight ; is 25 
minutes; and the obscuration extends around 
1024¢ degrees of arc on the solar disc. The 
darkened area is about one-quarter of the whole; 
or the moon will seem to bide almost exactly 
one-fourth part of the sun's surface. 


Chicago. The direction of astronomical north 
and south is not indicated ; and the distance be- 
tween the points A and B does not, therefore, 
represent the actual distance between the points 
of first and last contact. The point Z, in both 
cases, is that directed to the zenith. 

THE TIMES WHEN. 

At 42 minutes past 2 o'clock the sun will be 37 
dogrees above the horizon. Within two or three 
seconds of that time the eclipse will begin, with 
a slight indentation of darkness on the sun's 
edge, at the point A, which is 55 degrees to the 
west, reckoned from the lowest point on the 
solar surface. Astronomically speaking, the 
first contact will oceur 88 degrees west from 
north; the line of astronomical north and south 
being then inclined 36 degrees from the per- 
pendicular. During the next 5716 minutes the 
defect of sunlight will increase ; and it will then 
decrease during 59 minutes, the eclipse lasting 
nearly 1 hour 57 minutes. 

The last speck of darkness will fade out from 
the sun’s surface at the point H. which iw 29 
degrees west from the bighest point of the solar 
disc, and 17 degrees east from the northern 
point, as reckoned by astronomers. The sun's 
altitude, or angular distance above the horizon, 
will then be 18 degrees. 

There is often an uncertainty of a few seconds 
regardiog the umes of beginning and — 
a solar eclipse, especially the former. The 
ordinary eye does not recognize the fact 
till the eclipse is well in progress, 
and even astronomers do not always agree 
precisely, some eyes being keener than others. 
These differences do not, however, amount to 
more than one or two seconds; while they may 
differ as much as fifteen to thirty seconds from 
the time ae noted by au unscientific observer. 

THE CALCULATION 

of a solar eclipse is a work of considerable labor 
and no little intricacy; the computation of an 
eclipse of the moon is mere boy's play in com- 
parison with it,—starting, in each case, with the 
already-computed positions of the sun and moon 
as referred to the earth’s centre. The moon is, 
relatively, so near to the earth that ber place 
as compared with that of the sun varices 
rapidly with a change in the point of 
observation on the earth's surface. How mach 
this difference amounts to may be inferred from 
the following statement, by the aid of which 
the limiting times of this eclipse may be found, 
approximately, for any other place not very far 
distant from Chicago: 

For 100 miles further south the eclipse will 
begin two minutes and three seconds later; and 
end nearly so much earlier. For places further 
north the eclipse will begin earlier apd end 
later, The proportion in both cases is nearly 
twelve seconds of time for 10 miles. 

For one hundred miles further west the 
eclipse will begin 3 minutes and 6 seconds 
earlier; and for places further east it will begin 
nearly so much later. The proportion in both 
cases is nearly 180 seconds of time for 10 
miles. 

Ip each case the time referred to is Chicago 
mean time. If the local time for any other 
place be desired, a further correction must be 
made for the difference in longitude between the 
named piace and this city. 

The precision with which the time and phase 
of an eclipse can be caiculated and announced, 
years beforehand, is really wonderful; when 
we consider the difficulties of the case,—and the 
magnitude of those difficulties can only be ap- 
preciated by the astronomer. But, aithough hu- 
man skill has almost achieved the miraculous 
in this direction, it 1s not yet able to predict the 
exact time at which the event will occur. The 
prediction can be depended upon only to within 
afew seconds of time. Calculate as closely as 
we will, there is still a small margin of uncer- 
tainty,—not as regards the event, but the mo- 
ment of ite happening. The magnitude of the 
forces which sway the moon hither and 
thither from the mean place in ber 
orbit as she swings around the sun 
in company with the earth have 
been measured very closely; but we not infre- 
quently find her to be a very small angular die- 
tance away from the place indicated by calcula- 
tion. And there is anotner difficulty, arising 
from the shape of the moon herself, which 1s 
perhaps the greatest of all. The moon is not a 
perfect globe. Her surface is diversified by 
mountains and valieys, like thatof the earth, j 
for which reason her outline, as presented to us, 
is irreguiar, when viewed through the telescope. 
And that outline is perpetually varying, owing to 
the phenomenon known as the Moon's Libra- 
tion. Hence if we caiculate the apparent con- 


* 


tact of the edges of the sun aud moon, on the 


supposition that both are perfect circles, the 
result will differ slightly from the calculation, if 
relay See ta mere ‘sige ofthe aa, The 
valley meets the 0 6 gun. 
moon moves. on an average, through about 0.6 
mile per second; so that a depression or elevation 
of 1 mile below or above the average surface, 
would involve an error of nearly two seconds in 
the time. We have also reason to believe that 
the visible contour of the sun, himself. is con- 
tinuously changing, introduciug another source 
of minute (seconds) error. 

For these reasons, as well as because of the 
difficulty of noting the exact instant of apparent 
contact, the calculation of the beginning and 
end of a solar eclipse cannot be depended upon 
to within a few seconds. With this proviso we 
may etate that the calculation for the Dearborn 
Observatory, in North Latitude 41 degrees, 50 
minutes, 1 second, and West Longitude from 
Greenwich, 5 hours, 50 minutes, 26.8 seconds, 
is Ah. 42m. 78. p. m. for the beginning, and 4b. 
38m. 42s. 4 m. forthe ending. The business 
portion of Chicago isa little more than 8 miles 
north, and about 1 mile west, from the Observa- 
tory. Applying the corrections, ag noted above, 
we find that for the neighborhood of Tus Trm- 
UNE Office and the Custom-House the calculation 
gives 6 seconds earlier, and 4½ seconds later; 
or the eclipse should begin at Zu. 42m. ls. p. 
m., aod end at 4h. 38m. 468. p. m. That is : 2h. 
42m. and ¢h. 38°, m. 

We have dwelt more particularly upon the 
matter of time contact, because the partial 
eclipse of the sup, however interesting it may 
be to the casual observer, is of value to the as- 
tronomer only in a mathematical way. It fur- 
nishes no special opportunity for studying the 
“flaming” protuberances, as they are called: 
and the coronal burst of flory is absent 
so long se a mere thread of the sun's 
surface remains uncovered by the moon. 
This eclipse will not be total to any 

of the world—being annular along the cen- 
tral line. This statement of the conditions of 
the problem may also serve to disabuse the 
minds of some people who fancy that every as- 
tronomical event can be cyphered out before- 
band, to the hundredth part of a second of time, 
and that if the one does not precisely conform to 
the other itis because of an error in the cal- 
culation. Those people remind one of the rustic 
who had obtained possession of a watch, and, 
proud of his timepiece, pulled it out one morn- 
ing, coming to the audible conclusion: If the 
sun isn't up over that bill in a minute and a half 
from this, he'll be late.” 
expended in calculating the beginning and end 
ofa lunar eclipse to the nearest second are 
employed in aimost equal ignorance of the con- 
ditions which limit the value of the calculation. 

CAUSE OF THE ANNULAR PHASE. 

The earth and moon swing around each other 
at the average distance of a little less than 239,- 
000 miles; but owing to the eccentricity of the 
orbit that distance is increased and diminished 
by about 13,100 miles, and the sun's disturbing 
force sometumes widens this deviation to about 
13,000 miles. The common centre of gravity 
of the two bodies also describes an eilipse around 
the sun, the distance varying 1,540,000 miles 
each way from toe average of 050,000 miles. 
Compounding these two variations we find that 
the distance of the earth from the sun, expressed 
in terms of the moon's actual distance, varies 
between 958, and 422, the average being nearly 
38516. The actual dimensions of the two bodies 
remaining the same, their apparent magnitude 
decreases with an increase in the distance, and 
vice versa. 

The average angular magnitude of the (full) 
moon is a little less then that of the sun. When 
both are at their average distance from us, if 
the moon pass directly between us and the sun, 
her shadow reaches very nearly as far as that 
point of the earth's surface which is then near- 
est to ber. If the relative distance of the sun 
be greater than 385}¢, the shadow is longer than 
the moon's distance, and the eclipse is total to 
all parte of the earth's surface which are 
swept by the shadow. If the relative 
distance of the sun be less than 
$85'¢, tbe shadow does not reach the 
earth, and the sun appears to be larger than 
the moon. That is the case in the present m- 
stance ; and to all persons who watch the eclipse 
from any part of the sarface which is momenta- 
rily in line with the centres of the moon and 
gun, the former will appear to be surrounded by 
the ring of sunlight which is the distinctive fea- 
ture of the annular eclipse. 

The eclipse will be watched from the Dear- 
born Observatory, weather permitting ; probably 
by Prof. Proctor. In that event the members of 
the Astronomical Society will be invited to meet 
bim at the Observatory on Saturday afterncon— 
of which due notice will be given. 

THE NEXT. 

Tbere will not be apother important eclipse of 
the sun after that of next Saturday till July 29, 
1878. That eclipse will be total, but not at Chi- 
— It wil visible here as 3 i 
eclipse only. The line of totality will cross 
the Pacific Railroad not far from Fort Bridger, 
and pase a few miles southwest from Denver 
into the Gulf of Mexico. It will probably be 
watched by astronomers with equal interest as 
that of 1869, though the path of the central 
phase will be much less favorably situated for 
observation than that of six and a half years

LETTER FROM EX-MAYOR MASON. 


Whe First fesued the Certificates of 
Debt Under the New Constitution. 
Cuatcaco, March 20 — The Hon. Joseph Medill— 

Dear Sra: My attention has been called to the 


following paragraph appearing in Tux Cxicaco 
Taizcneg of the 18tb inst.: 

Old Storey’s blathersktte who writes bis ignorant and 
reckless articles on city Gnances says: 

To Joe Medill belongs the bad distinction of being 
that Mayor of Chicago under whom the ‘ certificate of 
debt’ mode of nullifying the constitutional limitation 
upon the debt-incurring power of m ties was 
invented and put into operation. 

This assertion is a point-blank falsehood. Both 
Storey and the fellow who penned the lie know very 
well that Mayor Mason’s Administration issued the 
* certificate of debt, and that it was one of the lega- 
cies let to ita successor. Every Administration since 
1865 has been obliged to make temporary loans in an- 
ticipation of the collection of taxes. 

And also to the following, which appeared in 


the same paper on the 19th inst. : 
The records of unpaid real-estate taxes before the 
fire were destroyed, and Mr. Hayes places the amount 
of taxes lost by the fre at §750,000, none of which wil 
ever be collected; but the City Governments before 
the fire had spent the money, and it pow figures as 
part of the floating debt of the city, and has drawn 
interest as such for five years. 
These statements, so far as they relate to my 
administration as Mayor of the City of Chicago, 
are incorrect, and calculated to create a false 
impression in reference to the management of 
the city finances during my term of office. The 
facts in regard to the city certificates of debt, 
eo far as I had any connection with the same, 
are as follows : 
When I became Mayor, the practice of tesuing 
interest-bearing certificates for city indebted- 
ness was already established, and the amount of 
such certificates outstanding at that date, Dec. 
1, 1869, was $714,373.28. Tne policy was adopt- 
ed by myself aod the Comptroller women by 
me, George Taylor, Esq., of paying off thisciass 
of indebtedness as fast as possible, and of put- 
ting an end to the tice of issuing these cer- 
tificates. It was adhered to with such success 
that on April 1, 1870, the amout outstanding was 
but $39,255.57, and this was. further reduced on 
April 1, 1871, to $14,000. During my whole Ad- 
ministration down to the time of the great fire, 
scarcely any new certificates of indebtedness 
were issued except for the payment of judg- 
—— — — against the wer in which case 
empo oans were specially authorized by 
the — Aud at the time of the great 
fire, Oct. 9, 1871, the total amount of 
such certificates outstanding, including those 
issued to pay judgments, was but $49,750.53. 
The exigencies of the city at that time, espe- 
cially the repairing of the Water-Works, ren- 
dered a loan of $75,000 from the Relief and Aid 
Society imperatively necessary; but, including 
this loan, the total amount of certificates of in- 
debtedness outstanding at the close of my Ad- 
ministration was only $138,707. To recapitulate :

edness in excess of the sum inberited by it, 

And the statement that the City Governments 
before the fire had spent $750,000 which now 
Gguresa pars of the floating debt of the city, 
and bas drawn interest as such for five years, 18 
also shown to be entirely untrue. No tzuoh float- 
iug debt was left by the City Governments bo- 
fore the fire (7), and no part of the existing 
floating debt bas drawn interest for five 
yoars (7). 

The further statement that this was one of 
the legacies left to your Administration, the 
successor Of mine, is misleading, and in spirit 
erroneous. It implies that my Administration 
left to yours a heavy, if not an unjust, burden, 
and no one would imagine from it that you ever 
— or resorted to such a financial 
policy. 

It is not my purpose to criticise the issue of 
these certiticates be any Administration, or to 
reflect upon the financial management of my 
predecessor or of my successor in the Mayoralty 
of our city. The issue made by you coacerns 
the city certificates of indeptedness only, and 
upon that point alone I have cited the facts. I 
simply desire, as i have once before publicly 
said, that in defending your Administration you 
should not do injustice to that which preceded 
it. Were this the first time that you have com- 
mitted this error, I might pass it by; but, as you 
have heretofore in a message to the Coun- 
cil used laugtage of similar purport, 
which was yet too vague te render reply neces- 
sary, and again, ia a communication to Tur 
TRIBUNE, made this and other unfounded state- 
ments, which I demonstrated to be incorrect 
through the same channel by facts and figures, 
to which you made no response [We have 
never seen the communication to which he refers, 
and will look it up ie our files, This is the first 
knowledge we bave had that such a letter ap- 
peared in Tur Tarscnz.—Ep.]; aod have now 
for the third time permitted tnis siur to be cast 
upon my Admunistration, I think it proper to 
take public notice of it, and to request, in sim- 
pie justice to me, that this communication be 
given the same prouinence in Tus Tannen 
that the paragrapus above quoted have.
